This is in further response to your Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) request, received by this office on 
August 27, 1999, concerning the above captioned subject. 


A search of the automated and the manual indices to the 
central records system maintained in the Chicago Division located 
material responsive to your request. Enclosed are copies of 
documents from our files. Excisions have been made from these 
pages in order to protect information exempt from disclosure 
pursuant to the following subsections of Title 5, United States 
Code, Sections 552, (b)(2), (b)(7)(C), (b)(7)(D) and (b)(7)(E). 

See Form 4-694a enclosed for an explanation of these exemptions. 

Pursuant to your request, 115 pages were reviewed and 
108 pages are being released. 

Notations have been made in the margins of the enclosed 
pages indicating specific exemptions applied to excised portions 
of the material. Where pages have been withheld in their 
entirety, a deleted page information sheet has been substituted 
showing the reasons for the deletion. 

The enclosed material is from the main investigative 
file in which the subject of your request was the subject of the 
investigation.

1930 to 1954, inclusive - 1958 how, reports 
of the Congresses of the International 
Cooperative Alliance to London, England, 

1902 to 1957 inclusive, and other books 
and publications I own which are accepted 
in the World-Wide Cooperative Movement as 
official or authentic. The United States 
tentacle of this movement or cause is a 
part of and subservient to an international . _ 
conspiracy whose stated goal is to Communize^ 
national and International trade and 
commerce, individual, corporate and national 
wealth and private property, farm lands, 
natural resources , the people and governments 
of all capitalistic nations and establish 
a one-world collectivized non-profit cooperative 
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common-wealth in which the Uhlted States 
of America Is to become a participating 
nation, policed by foreign troops who 
will enforce the liquidation of the 
Executive, Legislative and Judicial 
branches of our government, emigration 
and trade barriers, educational, religious, 
labor and profit systems, national defense, 
our flag and the sovereignty of the United 
States. This one-world cooperative common¬ 
wealth of nations is to supersede the United 
Nations, successor to the defunct Communistic 
dominated League of Nations. Since 1921, 
cooperative and Communist leaders affiliated 
with the Cooperative League of the United 
States have represented the highly organized, 
politically powerful, tax and legislative 
favmred movement in our country at inter¬ 
national headquarters of this conspiracy 
which is known as the International 
Cooperative Alliance of Condon, England. 

Members of the Executive Committee of this 
organization representing national cooperative 
unions and federations in 46 nations state 
they’re the only persons capable of reorganizing 
and ruling the people of the world, and that 
their national members are'autonomous 
organizations exempt from all laws enacted 
by capitalistic nations.' The International 
Cooperative Alliance was organized in 1895 
under the auspices of conservative reformers 
who believe in sharing profits with the 
employees. After 15 years of friction, 
between and conservative and radical 
reformers, disgruntled employees and labor 
agitators, delegates attending the 8th 
Congress of this organization held in 
Copenhagen, Denmark, held in 1910, elected 
to change the objectives of their movement 
that followed the principles of the class 
struggles of Europe as outlined by LENIN 



at the International Socialist Congress, 
also held in Copenhagen in 1910. Since 
that date, leaders of the International 
Cooperative Alliance, many of whom have 
also been active leaders in the labor 
movement, have collaborated with other 
persons in national and international 
organizations whose objectives are to 
lead the people of the world into 
Communism. During the rebellions in 
Europe which preceded World War II, to 
escape execution or being imprisoned, 
many leading European cooperators fled as 
refugees to foreign countries, including 
the United States, where they joined 
domestic cooperators and government 
officials in organizing "Cooperative 
American Remittances to Everywhere, Inc.", 
that’s CARE. During and after World War II, 
in Great Britain, France, Italy and many 
other European, Asiatic, African and South 
American countries, leaders in this movement 
became top government officials. Article 1 
of the latest rules of the International 
Cooperative Alliance, besides listing their 
names in English, French, German and Russian, 
official languages of the movement as per 
Article 5 states, and I quote, 'The 
International Cooperative Alliance, in 
continuing the work of the Rochdale (ph) 
pioneers, and in accordance with their 
principles, seeks a complete independence 
and, by its own methods, to substitute 
for the profit-making regime, a cooperative 
system organized in the Interests of the 
whole community and based on mutual self-help. 
Great Britain is considered the motherland 
of the Cooperative and Labor Movement. 

British leaders sowed the first seed of 
cooperation in Russia in about 1900, where 
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it has developed to present< day magnitude 
and threat to our national security. 

British efforts to organize this movement 
in the United States was considered a 
dismal but not a hopeless failure until 
the advent of the ROOSEVELT administration 
in 1933. As of today, headquarters of the 
dominating Influences in this plot against 
the people of the United States are: 1) 
London, Engird; 2) Washington, D. C.; 

3) Moscow, USSR; 4) Paris, France; and 
5) Rome, Italy. After leading Asiatics 
into this movement by the technical 
assistance programs of the United Nations 
and specialized agencies, Red China is 
slated to become one of the five great 
powers in the Communist dominated cooperative 
commonwealth of nations. The two major 
prongs or fronts used in this movement 
to obtain their effective power: 1) 

Peaceful infiltration of the economic, 
educational, labor, political, religious 
and social structure of a nation by the 
teaching of internationalism, peace and 
disarmament crusades, self-help,' mutual 
aid* a non-profit economy, democracy and 
the democratic way of life and, finally, 
cooperation; 2) The use of force and 
violence, strikes, sabotage, rebellions' 
and civil war and other means of legal or 
illegal resistance to capitalistic industry 
and government. A study of this conspiracy 
follows a very definite pattern which is 
based on calculated risks of success at a 
given time, Ufct these two prongs join in a 
spearhead whereby rebellions are created 
to capture capitalistic forms of govern¬ 
ment, and I might say at this point that 
you can trample most of your rebellions 
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that are new taking place in various 
countries of the world, including in the 
Car ibbean. I’m on record'as advising ' 

NIXON’s office that that was some of his 
problems in South America. The peace that 
leaders in this movement (re / fto is 
based on their terms, of the people of 
the United States and other nations living 
in this one-vorld Communist dominated 
empire. The teachings of internationalism 
are to destroy national patriotism. 

Disarmament programs are to liquidate 
armed resistance to the&ar movement. 

Individual shareholders and cooperative 
organizations. Including leaders in this 
movement, *»e classified as emancipated 
persons and are known as cooperators. 
Interviews and correspondence I’ve had 
with officials of the Federal Government, 
members of the Congress, prominent Mftness 
and press executives and other persons, 
Including individual and corporate share¬ 
holders in various types of cooperative 
enterprises affiliated with this movement, 
indicate that millions of t^ese persons are 
completely hninformed »: a rf-rraljltes«ia their 
contractual obligations or the true objectives 
of this movement or cause, which is based 
on misleading our people and teaching them 
that cooperation is a social and cultural 
movement for mutual aid and to promote 
international peace among the various 
nations. The word cooperation is used in 
the World-Wide Cooperative Movement as a 
fo reign ideolog y based on the teachings 
'l of (ph), who is quoted as the 

father of the cooperative and labor movement 
that goes back to the early 1800's, 

The Rochdale. (ph ) pi oneers; BEATRICE 
POTTER and SIDNEY WEBB (ph), the Fabian 
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Society, KARL MARX, ENGELS,. LENIN and 
other famous European Socialists. Cooperation 
is defined as follows in official publications 
of the International Cooperative Movement: 

1) Therefore, all true forms of cooperation 
can influence the distribution of wealth 
to the nations in the favor of the working 
class; 2) Cooperation must be talked up as 
a comprehensive movement, as a means of 
social regeneration, not as a mere money¬ 
saving device; 3) Cooperation means the 
elimination of every middle-man; 4) 

Cooperation is the most rational movement 
ever known in history; 5) Cooperation is 
socialism in action; 6) Socialism is coopera¬ 
tion on a grand scale; 7) Communism is 
socialism in working clothes; 8) Consumer 
cooperation is an jHEK^capitnlistic revolutionary 
movement aimed toward a radical social 
reconstruction based on an all inclusive 
collectivism; 9) It is a principle and a 
dominant aim of the International Cooperative 
Alliance in world organizations to transform 
the capitalistic profit-seeking system into 
a cooperative social order, in BtSher words 
into a socialist order cf society. This is 
the true aim cf every Communist worker but 
the means which we propose differ from 
those which cooperators of other political 
creeds advocate as the correct one. We 
believe that if this aiAfcy-. the elimination 
of the capitalistic profit-seeking economy, 
which is the aim of the International 
Cooperative Alliance, is to be achieved, 
we must be quite clear that it can only be 
realized if the whol$ working class movement 
does away with those who, as the factors 
of power in the bcurge<*8®e in every part of 
the world, continue to "Sires.tea the worker. 
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This we cannot achieve by travelling along 
a smooth road of evolutionary development, 
but me must wring it from the possessing 
classes by fighting against it; 10) 

Cooperation is the very antithesis of 
imperialism. It is, in short, anarchism, 
that's all; 11) The words of LENIN that 
the social order which we have to support 
is the cooperative order are realized in 
the Soviet Unlo<i|jfe?12) The end of 
cooperation is world federation, a united 
state of the cooperative nation, the 
cooperators of all the nations. Next one, 
we are working for the realization of the 
cooperative commonwealth. Persons who 
believe in the profit system, our form of 
government, national security and are 
opposed to the teachings of cooperation 
are known as Fascists, capitalistic savages, 
imperialists, war mongers,mr criminals, 
industrial anarchists, all mortal enemies of 
leaders in the cooperative labor movement. 
Leaders in the National and International 
Cooperative Movement were quick to take 
advantage of the chaos created by the 
depression, which started in the late 2G's 
with a result that extensive propaganda 
and educational propaganda pertaining to the 
transition period of destroying capitalism 
in the United States and our form of govern¬ 
ment convinced the public as best explained 
in the following quciSation, page 15, of 
the 1930 yearbook of the Cooperative League 
of the United States, * r The hour is at hand when 
conditions suggest that a carefully planned 
national cooperative policy of propaganda, ' 
education and supervision should be devised, 
and vigorously, persistently and systematically 
carried out throughout the United States and 
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Canada. Individual societies should be 
encouraged to give every possible 
financial sacrifice to that end for their 
own welfare as well as for the general good 
of the movement. It is only by so doing 
that we, can expect to defeat the prevailing 
anti-social trend and well and truly lay 
the foundation of the Cooperative column.', 
end of quote. The bloodless revolutions 
that took place in our country in the 
elections of 1932 swept into power a 
President and other high government officials 
who were sympathetic to promote this 
conspiracy against the people of the United 
States, with the result that the full 
financial and political resources of the 
Executive, Legislative, and JudiiSial 
branches of the United States Government, 
including the Armed Services in World War II, 
have been and are being used 4© promote and 
finance this conspiracy internally and by 
a foreign aid program in other nations 
throughout the world. The following state¬ 
ment, published on page 18 of the 1936 
yearbook of the Cooperative League of the 
United States speaks for itself. Now, bear 
in mind this is all my testimony before 
the Senate Internal Security Committee and 
I quote, 'The ROOSEVELT administration gave 
us much help. It also showed a more than 
friendly attitude toward the cooperative 
movement. It perfected cooperation and 
set up many agencies for assistance to the 
cooperatives. This is the first Federal 
administration this country has ever had 
that aggressively promoted cooperation and 
continues to favor cooperation in the fac«£> 
of the hostility of the special interest.
